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Plan  to  Close  Highland  Ave, 
Withdrawn,  for  now 


Recently,  FSC  petitioned  the  City 
of  Fitchburg  Planning  Board  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  with  the  initiative  of  dis- 
continuing a  portion  of  Highland  Av- 
enue between  Ross  Street  and  Pearl 
Street  in  order  to  "unify  the  college 
campus." 

However,  the  petition  was  with- 
drawn and  the  meeting  was  postponed 
so  that  FSC  could  collect  more  feed- 
back from  the  residents  and  city  offi- 
cials; they  hope  this  would  alleviate 
subsequent  parking  problems  that  this 
plan  could  potentially  create.  Accord- 
ing to  Steven  Lanciani,  Vice  President 
of  Facilities  Management,  the  closing 
of  this  portion  of  Highland  Ave.  would 
eliminate  between  fifty  and  sixty  park- 
ing spaces. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  pur- 
pose of  this  proposed  project  is  to 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  college 
by  "creating  more  open  green-space," 
and,  to  create  a  pedestrian  walkway 
from  the  southerly  end  of  the  Anthony 
building  to  the  southerly  end  of  the 
Conlon  Building  "so  that  student  don't 
get  run  over  when  walking  to  class,  " 
says  Lanciani. 

Instead  of  cars  passing  through  the 
current  Highland  Ave.,  there  would  be 
two  coldasacs:  one  behind  the  An- 
thony Building  and  another  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Pearl  Street  and  Miller  Hall. 
According  to  Lanciani,  these  coldasacs 
would  allow  better  access  to  the  col- 
lege in  emergency  situations. 

Before  the  plan  can  be  enacted,  the 
parking  dilemma  must  be  resolved. 
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Parking  has  become  an  even  greater 
predicament  since  residents  have  been 
expressing  increasing  concern  with 
students  and  employees  parking  in 
front  of  their  homes.  Some  are  pro- 
posing that  parking  on  surround 
streets  should  be  limited  to  residents 
only. 

In  an  attempt  to  abate  this  prob- 
lem, President  Riccards  is  establishing 
a  shuttle  bus  service  that  can  be  ex- 
pected to  begin  in  late  November  that 
would  transport  students  from  the 
Civic  Center  parking  lot  on  John  Fitch 
Highway  to  campus.  Bids  from  bus 
companies  will  be  considered  in  mid- 
November.  According  to  Chief  Will- 
iam Cunningham  of  Public  Safety,  the 
bus  would  make  a  continuous  loop, 


stooping  at  various  stops  around  cam- 
pus, including  Hammond,  North  Street, 
Weston,  and  McKay.  These  trips  would 
happen  about  every  fifteen  minutes 
from  7:30  am  to  late  afternoon. 

Another  proposed  plan  to  fixthe 
parking  problems  is  to  build  a  parking 
garage.  This  plan  could  not  be  initi- 
ated however,  until  far  into  the  future. 
Bids  for  just  a  one-level  parking  ga- 
rage are  estimated  to  cost  between 
1 .2  million  and  1 .5  million,  creating  an 
extra  two-hundred  spaces. 

After  these  aspects  of  the  plan 
have  been  considered  and  if  the  peti- 
tion is  resubmitted,  the  plan  would  not 
be  enacted  for  at  least  another  year 
and  a  half.

same  educational  background.  What 
made  you  want  to  work  with  students 
with  disabilities?  What  was  your  mo- 
tivation?" 

Roberts:  "I  believe  that  students 
with  disabilities  should  have  the  same 
opportunities  in  education  and  in  the 
work  place  as  other  people,  regardless 
of  their  disability." 

Buckley:  "How  many  students  with 
disabilities  are  there  at  FSC?" 
Roberts:  "The  number  of  students 
with  disabilities  at  FSC  has  been 
steadily  rising.  This  year,  there  are 
approximately  1  80  students  who  have 
identified  themselves  as  a  student  with 
a  disability." 

Buckley:  "What  kinds  of  services 
does  Disability  Services  offer?" 
Roberts:  "Some  of  the  services  pro- 
vided are:  Readers,  sign  language  in- 
terpreters, alternate  testing  sites,  peer 
advising,  support  groups,  and  class- 
room accommodation." 
Buckley:  "Tell  me  about  the 
Assistive  Technology  Lab." 


Roberts:  "The  Assistive  Technology 
Lab  is  staffed  by  student  technicians 
trained  in  the  use  of  Assistive  Tech- 
nology. They  can  assist  students  with 
disabilities  by  providing  knowledge  and 
training  in  the  use  of  available  hard 
ware  and  software.  Some  of  the  equip- 
ment available  are:  a  talking  thesau- 
rus and  calculators,  computers  with 
enlarged  print  for  the  visually  impaired, 
voiced  activated  equipment,  voice 
output  systems,  etc..."

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Profile:  Professor  Mana 
Mercedes  Jaramillo 


Professor  Maria  Mercedes  Jaramillo  received  her  Doctorate  Degree  from 
Syracuse  University  in  New  York.  She  is  originally  from  Colombia,  where  she 
taught  for  four  years.  She  has  published  five  books  which  critique  theater  and 
literature  in  Colombia.  She  has  been  teaching  for  twelve  years  as  a  Spanish 
professor  in  the  Department  of  Humanities  at  FSC. 

When  I  asked  Dr.  Jaramillo  why  she  wanted  to  become  a  teacher,  she  said 
that  there  were  many  things  that  influenced  her  to  make  the  decision  to  study 
education.  She  had  a  passion  for  reading  and  studying  history,  often  spending 
hours  at  each.  To  quote  Jaramillo,  "Though  I  liked  doing  this,  I  discovered  that 
I  wanted  to  become  a  teacher." 

-Hidalgo:  "How  did  the  teachers  you  had  in  college  influence  your  decision  to 
become  part  of  that  profession?" 

-Dr.  Jaramillo:  "The  environment  of  the  class  was  unique.  Usually,  the  teach- 
ers encourage  discussion  where  we  would  express  anything  we  wanted  and  we 
would  talk  about  any  issue  we  were  interested  in.  "Read  and  read"  was  the 
slogan  of  most  of  my  teachers.  The  teachers  motivated  us  to  read  because, 
as  they  said,  "it  was  the  key  to  succeed  and  learn  everything  in  life  there  is  to 
know."  I  had  a  teacher  who  made  the  biggest  impact  in  my  life.  His  name  was 
Estanislao  Zuleto  and  he  was  a  professor  at  the  University  del  Valle  in  Colom- 
bia. He  used  to  say,  "Librame  Dios  de  la  felicidad  y  del  paraiso,"  which  means, 
"Oh  my  Lord,  save  me  from  happiness  and  paradise."  He  said  that  difficulties 
can  bring  you  to  look  for  a  solution  and  that  it  is  important  to  have  difficulties 
because  they  teach  us  to  search  for  a  better  life-style." 
-Hidalgo:  "You  have  been  teaching  in  the  United  States  for  a  little  over  twelve 
years.  How  would  you  describe  some  of  the  differences  among  the  students 
here  and  the  students  in  Colombia?" 

-Dr.  Jaramillo:  "I  think  that  one  of  the  major  differences  is  the  money.  Stu- 
dents in  the  United  States  have  more  money  to  go  to  college.  In  Colombia,  not 
everyone  can  buy  the  books  when  a  new  semester  starts.  Therefore,  students 
get  together  in  groups  and  help  each  other  out.  For  example,  students  might 
meet  in  the  house  of  the  person  who  has  the  books  and  would  study  together. 
An  important  difference  is  that  students  in  Colombia  have  more  solidarity  and 
unity  among  themselves.  If  a  few  students  in  the  class  do  not  understand 
something,  they  will  get  together  and  collaboratively  help  one  another,  re- 
gardless of  the  problem." 

-Hidalgo:  "Professor  Jaramillo,  what  is  your  philosophy  on  teaching?" 
-Dr.  Jaramillo:  "I  think  that  part  of  teaching  is  to  create  motivation  and  inter- 
est in  the  students.  It  is  very  important  to  read  and  prepare  ourselves  for  the 
future  because  the  world  is  changing  so  much.  If  we  do  not  follow  it,  we  will  be 
left  behind.  I  like  to  make  students  understand  that  it  is  important  to  establish 
a  goal  in  our  lives,  then  fight  until  we  get  it.  It  does  not  matter  how  hard  it 
might  be,  if  we  believe  in  ourselves  we  can  achieve  anything.  We  need  to  learn 
that  if  we  fail  once,  it  does  not  mean  that  we  have  to  give  up.  We  must  make 
things  better  and  learn  from  our  own  experiences.  Life  is  not  easy.  We  need 
to  work  hard  to  get  anything  we  want.  Persistence  is  the  most  important 
thing." 

-Hidalgo:  "FSC  faculty  and  students  say  that  you  are  a  well  prepared  and 
smart  teacher.  How  did  you  build  that  image  among  them?" 
-Jaramillo:  "I  love  teaching.  I  respect  and  learn  from  the  students.  I  do  not 
think  that  I  am  the  one  who  knows  everything.  Each  time  I  teach  there  is 
always  something  new  I  learn  from  the  students.  Because  I  read  so  much,  I  like 
to  communicate  to  my  students  what  I  read,  not  to  make  them  agree  with  me, 
but  to  inform  them.

Making  students  address  something  in  their  lives  and  urging  them  to  go  for  it 
is  my  goal."

Roberts:  "My  biggest  goal  is  for 
this  institution  to  develop  interna- 
tional relations  and  to  foster  lead- 
ership roles  for  students  with  dis- 
abilities." 

Buckley:  "Why  did  you  accept  a 
new  position  as  head  of  the  Cen- 
ter for  Leadership  and  Career  Edu- 
cation?" 

Roberts:  "Move  my  job  here  and 
thought  I  would  stay  until  I  was  60, 
but  I  was  approached  by  Shirley 
Wagner  (Academic  Affairs)  and  she 
asked  if  I  would  be  interested  in 
serving  as  the  director  of  this  new 
grant.  I  took  the  weekend  to  dis- 
cuss the  opportunity  with  my  hus- 
band Glenn.  As  a  result,  I've  de- 
cided to  take  the  position.  This, 
of  course,  means  that  I  can  no 
longer  be  involved  with  the  daily 
operation  of  Disability  Services."

fan.  Through  the  use  of  Macromedia's  "Flash" 
plug-in  technology,  this  site  offers  a  rich  multimedia  experience  with  surpris- 
ingly respectable  download  times.  A  free  download  of  the  "Flash"  plug-in  is 
available  at  this  site,  but  for  those  who  have  slower  connections  or  don't  want 
the  plug-in,  this  site  also  comes  in  an  "un-flashed"  (basic  HTML)  format,  too. 
The  "flash"  plug  in  is  available  for  both  PCs  and  Macs,  and  while  the  site  warns 
that  it  is  best  viewed  with  Netscape  Navigator  3.0, 1  had  no  problems  viewing 
it  with  Internet  Explorer  3.0. 

The  sites  navigation  is  a  simple  frame-based  navigation  bar  down  the  left 
side  of  the  screen,  which  includes  four  sections  of  the  site  to  explore.  It  isn't 
particularly  easy  to  find  specific  information,  but  since  the  sight  seems  to  be 
geared  toward  exploration,  this  shortcoming  is  excusable. 

This  site  is  packed  full  of  all  kinds  of  interesting  Simpsons  facts,  including 
trivia,  a  history  of  the  show,  profiles  of  all  characters,  hot  news,  and  a  list  of  all 
the  guest  voices  the  show  has  offered  over  the  years. 

The  most  impressive  thing  on  this  site  though,  is  the  multimedia  content. 
Slick  graphics,  interactive  animations,  and  great  content  create  a  "what  will 
happen  if  I  click  here?"  type  of  adventure.  This  site,  if  you  download  the  plug- 
in  and  have  a  relatively  speedy  connection,  gets  my  vote  for  the  perfect  "rainy 
Saturday  afternoon"  stop.  Sure,  you  won't  be  doing  anything  useful,  but  thanks 
to  the  deep  content  and  slick  presentation  of  this  site,  you  will  certain^  be 
entertained.

But  the  movie 
did  have  its  good  points  -  the  guy  is  a 
riot.  Some  of  the  scenes  get  those 
gut-wrenching  laughs,  the  kind  that 
you  rarely  hear  and  never  seem  to  do 
yourself  (life  in  general  just  isn't  that 
funny);  the  kind  of  laugh  that  leaves 
you  spent  but  feels  really  good  any- 
way. 

You  know,  it's  a  strange  thing  when 
you  find  yourself  sitting  in  a  theatre 
right  behind  your  dad  and  his  date,  and 
even  stranger  when  the  theatre  is 
packed  and  you're  the  only  two  people 
laughing  loudly  at  the  funny  parts.

Bruce  Willis  does  a  good  job  as  the 
Jackal.  The  makeup  artist  responsible 
for  his  character  did  a  fantastic  job. 
Is  it  my  imagination,  or  do  all  of  the 
characters  he  plays  seem  to  have  a 
snotty  attitude,  as  if  he  thinks  he's 
better  than  everyone  else  there...? 
Richard  Gere  (Deckland  Mulqueen) 
wasn't  particularly  exciting  here, 
pretty  average.  He  did  an  okay  job 
with  the  accent  (Irish?  Scottish?),  but 
it  didn't  sound  right,  coming  out  of  his 


mouth.  Every  time  he  talked  I  was 
surprised  at  the  noise  he  made.  Diane 
Venora  (Valentina)  was  really  good  -j 
she  was  in  Romeo  and  Juliet.  Her  char- 
acter here,  a  Russian  military  woman, 
is  a  big  step  away  from  her  role  as 
Mrs.  Capulet,  and  her  accent  is  great. 

The  storyline  isn't  particularly  origi- 
nal, although  the  characters  all  seem 
to  have  a  bit  of  depth.  All  of  them 
except,  of  course,  for  the  Jackal  him- 
self -  the  one  guy  you'd  like  to  know 
more  about.  I  guess  you  can't  always 
get  what  you  want.  Actually,  the  fact 
that  the  Jackal  remains  a  mysteryj 
might  bother  people  to  an  extent  that! 
the  missing  details  will  actually  lead 
them  to  remember  the  movie  itself,  in 
which  case  director  Michael  Caton  has 
done  his  job  well. 

I  didn't  know  what  to  expect  from 
the  movie,  and  the  opening  credits/ 
music/filming  is  really  misleading.
